rivalry of naval armaments. President 
Harding is making a fine effort to avert the 
peril of another world war. He has invited 
the Governments of Britain, France, and 
Japan to discuss with his own Government 
.at Washington the question of naval dis- 
armament and other Far Eastern problems, 
including the future of China. The in- 
vitation has been accepted, and it is 
understood that the Prime Minister him- 
self will be the British Government's chief 
representative. The success of his mission 
not only would secure a period of world- 
peace—to the vast advantage of the 
British taxpayer—but would be the first 
step towards a real alliance of material 
and spiritual interests between Great 
Britain and the United States. There can 
be no doubt that the British Government's 
influence and prestige at Washington 
would be increased by an early settle- 
ment of Irish affairs. Mr. Lloyd George 
has, therefore, in addition to all his 
domestic reasons, a powerful and perfectly 
legitimate cause for desire that the present 
negotiations shall not fail. This fact is, 
we think, almost an assurance that the 
Government will be willing to endorse 
any plan of national settlement on which 
Mr. de Valera and Sir James Craig may 
be able to agree. Thus, although the diffi- 
culties are many and great, we are justified 
in hoping that a solution will be found. 
Unwillingness to hope would be a con- 
fession of unfaith in the existence of such 
a thing as Irish statesmanship. We shall 
refuse access to-a conviction so dismal 
and discreditable unless and until it is 
forced upon us by facts, 
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Agreement to Differ. 


While current news depicts the nations 
as making strenuous efforts to reach 
amicable agreement on this, that, and 
the other thing—and the problems 
multiply far more rapidly than the agree- 
ments concerning them are reached—it 
becomes daily more apparent that the 
peace of the world for the next few de- 
cades lies in the ability of nations not to 
agree, but to agree to differ. France and 
Britain present one notable instance of 
this vital need. Until Germany emerged 
into prominence as an aspirant to world- 
power the French and British peoples and 
the French and British Governments 
never saw .eye to eye about anything. It 
did not follow that the two nations could 
not live in harmony and mutual respect ; 
but it did follow that the closer friend- 
ship known as an entente was not likely 
to outlast the joint menace that brought 
it into being. This has proved to be the 
ease ; for, now that the wariis over, France 
and Great Britain are in disagreement— 
polite disagreement so far as the Govern- 
ments are concerned, acid disagreement 
in the case of a large section of the 
French Press—about every problem of im- 
portance that is now vexing the world. 
The remedy “§s not to call for a closer 
understanding or to plead for agreement 
where agreement is impossible. - The 
remedy is that each ‘hation and each 
Government should school itself to a 
frame of mind that displays no irritation, 
overt or suppressed, at the fact of dis- 
agreement, but accepts that fact as in- 
evitable and résolves to cope with it as 
unemotionally and expediently as pos- 
sible. If the British find the Poles an 
impossible people and the French regard 


pared to make contributions towards the 
reduction of costs the retailer cannot ex- 
pect to escape payment of his share. The 
nation needs cheaper coal and must get 
it Dearer coal will not merely hamper 
trade, but will result in a revival of the 
demand for the nationalisation of the in- 
dustry. It may be assumed that, if the 
London merchants are allowed to make 
this impost, the merchants in every other 
part of the Kingdom will follow their 
example. The Government, therefore, 
must take steps to make the position 
clear—unless it is prepared to face an 
angry public. 


Professional Secrecy. 


“ Should a doctor tell?” This question 
was debated at the annual conference of 
the British Medical Association last 
week, and an overwhelming majority 
of the members declared that every 
effort must be made to preserve the 
secrecy of the consulting room. The re- 
sult was a distinct rebuff to the Council. 
It had submitted a resolution to the effect 
that, when a medical practitioner refused 
to comply with the order of a judge, it 
“could not be expected to support him 
or protect him from consequences he 
might incur in so doing.” The conference 
rejected this resolution and decided that 
the Council should “use all its power to 
support a member who refuses to divulge, 
without the patient's consent, information 
obtained in the course of his professional 
duties, except where it is already decided 
by Act of Parliament that he must do 
89.” A year must elapse before that 
decision becomes the policy of the Asso- 
clation ; but there can be little doubt that 
it represents the opinion of the mass of 
the medical profession. Medical practice 
in these islands is based on the assump- 
tion that the confidences of the consulting 
room are inviolable. The Ministry df 
Health recognised that fact when it 
launched its scheme for the treatment of 
venereal disease.

INTERESTING PROCEEDINGS. 


An important assembly of ‘Church digni- 
taries met at Cambridge on Saturday 
for the. opening of the Roman Catholic 
Bible Congress. Cardinal Bourne, Archbishop 
of Westminster, was there, also Cardinal 
Gasquet, who is head of the Vulgate Commis- 
sion. The ee expressed a strong wish af 
the Loudro, held in December at Rome. that 
similar Tridnos should be organised by bishops 
throughout the Roman Catholic world. and 
especially in University cities and other places 
where Biblical studies are pursued. 

The Cambridge Bible Congress has been 
adopted by the Hierarchy of England and Wales 
as @ national reply to the Holy See’s invitation. 
One interest feature of the Congress is 
that the various lectures are op.n to 
non-Roman Catholics, who will be able 
to participat: in the discussion Com- 
menting upon this fact in the official hand 
book to the Congress, the Archbishop of Liver- 
pool refers to the suspicion entertained about 
Catholie scholars in many quarters—a suspicjon 
which “ has led to a systematic and undeserved 
boycotting of Catholic Biblical literature.” He 
adds that it is honed that the discussione at the 
Congress may do something to remedy the griev- 
ance, 


CEREMONIAL RECEPTION.

by the entourage of the Prime Minister 
and of the Premier of Northern Ireland. 
Possibly to-morrow Mr. de Valera will be 
the recipient of the Government pro 
posals, and, if such should be the case, 
he is expected to return to Ireland with 
them at once. There they must be dealt 
with by Daw Eireann. 

Meanwhile it is rumoured that the only 
divergence of opinion in the Cabinet over 
the peace policy is the one concerned with 
the nature of the proposed fiscal and 
financial settlement and the possible effect 
that such a settlement might have on the 
English Budget. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer is said to view with concern 
the financial proposals attributed to Sinn 
Fein and the Southern Irish Unionists, 
saying that they would mean a sixpenny 
income tax in Ireland and an eight shilling 
tax here. Sir Robert Horne is also said 
to be objecting to finding further funds 
for new Parliaments. Other Muimisters, 
however, do not view the situation quite 
in the same light. They point out that a 
permanent settlement in Ireland will 
enable this country to realise very great 
savings on military expenditure, and that 
the Army estimates could be considerably 
reduced, while the expenditure of Dublin 
Castle would also be greaily relieved. 

Some of the members of the National 
Liberal Club are trying to arrange for a 
banquet to Mr. de Valera, and several of 
them have attached their names to a list 
which already includes the names of half 
the members of the Committee. The 
opinion in the Club is that Mr. de Valera 
will receive an invitation in the egurse of 
the next few days. It is said thd, if the 
banquet can be arranged, the chair will 
be taken by a distinguished statésman 
who has done much in the preliminary 
work which led to the present conferénce.

The 
British Foreign Office, however, is pledged 
to a pro-Greek and anti-Turkish policy, 
while the French Foreign Office favours 
Kemal and the extinction of the Treaty of 
Sévres. Here again the first thing to do 
is to agree to differ—politely and with no 
hard feelings. It will be said that these 
questions must be settled. The truth is 
that there is too much “settling ’’ going 
on in the world, too many people whose 
sole occupation is that of putting the 
world to rights and, incidentally, creating 
more bad blood and trouble in the pro- 
cess. It might have been better for all 
concerned if the Germans and Poles had 
been allowed to fight it out over Silesia. 
The intelligent thing will be to allow 
Kemal and Constantine to fight it out in 
the Near East; but there are disquieting 
signs that the British Foreign Office is 
panting to come to the aid of the egregious 
“Tino.” What the world needs pro 
foundly to-day is Governments and states- 
men who will let. some things settle them- 
selves, allowing nature to take its course. 
The time has come to “ wait and see ” and 
not to worry too much if some of the 
things seen fail to square with our pre- 
conceived ideas or secret hopes. “ When 
in doubt do nothing” is still a sound 
maxim for statesmen where the affairs of 
other nations are concerned. 


Dearer Coal. 


Without the slightest warning to con- 
sumers, the price of the best house coal! in 
London has been advanced by five shil- 
lings a ton. No satisfactory explanation 
has been offered. For once the miners 
cannot be blamed, since they are getting a 
lower wage than they received before the 
strike. The mine-owners plead “ not 
guilty.” A few days ago they declared, 
in the clearest possible terms, that they 
would not raise the pit-head prices. The 
retail merchants. remain. They have put 
the increase into operation and they 
assert that “it has been ‘necessitated by 
the ‘considerable advance in pit-head 
prices.” A probable explanation is that 
the merchants’ are seeking to retain the

THE BISHOP OF CLIFTON’S SERMON. 

On Sunday morning Pontifical High Mass was 
sung by the Archbishop of Liverpool in presence 
of the Cardinals, Archbishops, and Bishops at- 
tending the Congress, 

The sermon was preached by the Bishop of 
Clifton, who said that with Roman Catholics the 
Dible got its hall mark from the Church, and not 
the Church her hall-mark from the Bible. It was 
the teachings and example of Christ which had 
created our Western civilisation. On it the life 
and institutions of Europe were being fed, and 
whatever of sound and good Europe to this day 
retained in her ethical and social system she 
owed to the Catholic Church, which all alony 
had been, and still was, the great organ of the 
continuity of Buropean civilisation. The great 
disruption of the sixteenth century could only 
maim, not obliterate, her influence, and even 
Protestant nations that threw off her yoke had 
been living ever since on the remnants of her 
teaching and tradition; for Protestantism never 
creates. Can they do so indefinitely, and can 
we in England do so indefinitely? asked the 
Bishop of Clifton, We, at least, are agreed that 
we cannot. The anchor of sanity has been 
lost: belief in all revelation is crumbling away 
under our eyes. Family life is in jeopardy, our 
social order seems to many to be on the brink 
of a voleano. We can think of the future with 
nought but misgiving and apprebension. Only a 
new spirit could save us, he concluded, and that 
could be influenced by religion only. 

Cardinal Bourne presided over a meeting on 

Sunday afternoon, at which the subject under 
discussion, was “ The Catholic Church and the 
Eible.” ' 
r. R. Downey said that the Roman Catholie 
Church was no archgological society. She wes 
vitglly interested in present-day Biblical ques- 
tions, and met them with all the epparatys of 
modern scholarship. 

Rev. J. P. Arendzen referred to the sugges- 
tion which had been made that they should 
abandon the English version and adopt the re- 
vised version, made in direct opposition to the 
Roman Catholic Church. He hoped that this 
would not be carried into effect.

A Reuter’s telegram from Cairo states :-—The 
Chinese Legation officially desires to correct 
statements which appeared in the British Press 
on Saturday concerning Chinese policy and con- 
ditions. 

As to President Harding’s invitation to the

IMPORT AND EXPORT PERMITS. 


A Berlin telegram says :—It is semi-officially

LORD READING’S REPLY. 

A Reuter message, dafed Simla; duly 14th, 
says :*+The Viceroy to~<lay received an address 
of welcome from a deputation of the Marwari 
Association. The deputation urged a change 
in railway policy, which had hitherto favoured 
the export of raw materialg,and thwarted the 
development of indigenous F austries and ctom- 
merce. Referring“t® the question of tariffs, the 
deputation, while welcoming the provisions of 
the last Indian Budget, declared that the recent 
ugitation in Manchester showed the great need 
for securing India’s right to regulate her own 
tarifis The present serious trade depression, 
due both to world causes and to the Govern- 
ment's unwise interference with the exchange, 
should be set right by serious efforts to restore 
the balance of trade and the adoption of special 
credit measures 

THE VICEROY. 

The Viesroy, replying, assured the deputation 
of his great personul interest in the industrial 
reorganisation of India, which was now in pro- 
gress. Referring to the Government’s ratlway 
policy, the Viceroy pointed out that the recent 
Industrial Commission devoted special attention 
to the pornts raised, and. as the member who 
was mainly responsible for the Commission's re- 
port was now a member of the Government in 
charge of the railways, the deputation had a 
right to expect Some practical recognition of the 
Commission’s recommendations. Nevertheless, 
the “Viceroy reminded the deputation that 
India’s financial prosperity was developed largely 
from the favourable balance of exports, and the 
extension of railways followed the channels of 
greatest trade. He was, therefore, keeping an 
open mind on the yuestion. pending the sub- 
mission of materials by the Railway Committee, 
which would enable them to lay down the prin- 
ciples which facilitate the development of inter- 
nal industries, without endangering the business 
principles on which the railway system had 
developed their lines 

THE CUSTOMS TARIFF. 

Referring to the Customs tariff, Lord Reading 
said that, though they had been designed mainly 
for raising the revenue, the general tariff had 
now reached a scale which exercised the minds 
of external manufacturers of certain goods, and 
it was not surprieimg to find them anxious to 
represent their views. The work of designing a 
turiff which would assist the development of 
Indian industries without imjustice to consumers 
or harmfol results to external trade was a cotn- 
plex matter, and would be eutrusted to the 
Fiscal Commission meeting in October, with the 
object of turning to practical, account a large 
measure of the fiscal independence which the 
British Parliarnent had added to the responsi- 
bilities of the reformed Indian Legislatures. 
Lord Reading deprecated an unduly pessim.st'c 
view of the present position of Indian tre:le 
and commerce, and pointed out that, although 
the development of Indian industries was of 
the highest importance, no country could do 
without foreign trade, and, although he was 
inclined to agree with the deputation in depre- 
cating Government interference with the ex- 
change, he emphasised that tne exchange de- 
pended, not upon the Government, but upon 
trade. The prosperity of India, he added, 
largely depended on the monsoon, which was 
beyond the control of a Viceroy, or even of 
the Governor-General in Council. The Viceroy 
assured the deputation, however, that, both as 
regards the exchange and credit facilities, every 
avenue would be explored, and Indian business 
opinion would be conanited before action was 
taken.

CORDIAL WELCOME ASSURED. 


Mr. Geoffrey de Montmorency, a Reuter tele 
gram, dated Simla, Friday, states, has been ap- 
pointed Chief Secretary on the Indian tour siaff 
of the Prince of Wales. He will leave for 
England almost immediately. He entered the 
Indian Civil Service in 1899, and is now Deputy 
Secretary to the Government of India. In 
official circles pleasure is expressed at the 
prospect of the Prince's visit, and it is believed 
that it will be attended by consequences as 
favourable as those that followed his tours of 
the Dominions. With the exception of two or 
three non-co-operative organs, the Press opinion 
indicates that His Royal Highness is assured of a 
warm welcome.

FRANCE AND TURKEY. 


A Reuter telegram, dated Constantinople, 
Friday, says:—In an interview with a represen- 
tative of the Turkish newspaper Zidam, General 
Pelle, French High mimissioner in’ Constan- 
tunople, said that the big Allied Powers, France 
in particular, desired to see the regeneration 
of the Turkish Empire, and that to achieve this 


object Turkey would have to make her- 
self an element of equilibrium and pro- 
gress and a’ factor of order in

to do ,this, Turkey should—1) rally and unite 
round her sovereign and caliph, (2) introduce 
radical reforms in all branches of the adminis- 
tration, especially that of justice, in order to 
win the confidence of the Allies, and (3) place 
her economic situation on solid foundations.

A THREATENING SITUATION. 


PROPOSAL TO AMERICAN 
BUSINESS MEN.. 


A Parts telegram, dated Sunday, says :—The 
newspapers express whole-hearted approval of 
M. Briand’s Note to Great Britain and Italy on 
the subject of Upper Silesia. 

A Reuter’s telegram, dated Berlin, Saturday 
says: M. Laurent, the French Ambassador here, 
this afternoon informed Dr. Rosen, the German 
Foreign Minister, that in view of the very de- 
finite and detailed reports from General Le 
Rond, President of the Inter-Allied Commission 
in Upper Silesia, and the urgent Commission 
from the Polish Government, there was no 
doubt im the mind of the French Government 
regarding the increasingly threatening character 
of the situation in Upper Silesia. 

It is semi-officiaNy stated that he demanded 
that Germany should take the necessary 
measures to disarm and disband the self-protec- 
tion organisation and remove them from the 
frontier of Upper Silesia, to see that the de- 
cisions of the Allied Powers in the execution of 
the peace treaty in Upper Silesia meet with no 
opposition, and to provide for the rapid trans- 
nort of French reinforcemente that may be sent 
to Upper Silesia. He added that France in- 
tended to send a division there. 

It ‘s announced here that in reply to this 
communication the Foreign Minister very em- 
phetically declared that for weeks past, and 
particuJarly sinee the so-called rounding-up 
operations, similar and still sharner complainte 
had daily and hourly been made on the German 
side in Upper’ Silesia. The German Cabinet 
was convinced that the Polish irsurgents had 
beer only in appearance disarmed, and had in 
reality remained in the country. and continued 
to exercise their terrorist activities there.

time being, at any rate, at an end. The Grand 
Jury trust that the negotiations which are at 
present being carried on in London may lead 
to peace and the permanent settlement of the 
diflernce which has hitherto divided Great 
Britain and Ireland, and they venture to express 
the hope that His Majesty's Government may 
offer for acceptance a scheme of self-govern- 
‘ment which would meet the legitimate aspira- 


tions of the Irish people. 


GENERAL TUDOR IN CLONMEL.

PUBLIC LTH IMPROVEMENT. 


issued on Saturday, by Sir George Newman, 
Chief Medical Officer of the Ministry of Health, 
is that the health of the people ‘is improving. 
He says that there has been a substantial re- 
covery in the public health since the war, and 
a steady, economical, all-round advance in the 
public health service since 1918, associated with 
an increasing appreciation by the people of the 
claims and necessities of preventive medicine. 
As a result, thg health of the people shows, on 
the whole, Pisputable signs of steady im- 
provement which cannot fail to contribute to 
their increased capacity and longer life. Sir 
George Newman reports a substantial rise in 
the birth rate during 1920, when the figure 
advanced frém 18.5 to 25.4. At the sante time, 
the infant mortality rate, 80 per 1,000 births, 
was the lowest ever recorded. The death rate, 
12.4, showed a steady decline at most ages. in- 
fant welfare centres have increased from 340 
in 1914 to 1,937 im 1920, and at the same time 
the infant mortality rate fell from 105 to 80. 
During a week about 50,000 mothers take their 
babies to these centres, and the number of 
women who attend regularly is probably not 
less than 150,000. 

The effect of illness on the production of the 

nation is another important point to which the 

rt calls attention. Cases of epidemic and 
infectious disease exceed half a million per 
annum, and though the primary burden is 
relatively light, yet the ultimate results are 
grave. hours lost through sickness, by 
insured rsons only, amounted during the 
year to the huge total of 270,000 years. 

Sir George Newman is no friend to the 
launching of huge new schemes by the Health 
Ministry. His advice to the local bogies is 
this—If authorities would only put wise 
operation the health legislation they possess be- 
fore seeking further powers from Parliament an 
immense advance, truly conservative and truly 
constructive, would be made. The report only 
deals with England and Wales.

LAST WEEK’S DEATH ROLL. 

Last week's rioting in Belfast resulted in 20 
deaths. These are the hospital figures, and 
only refer to those persons who either died in 
hospital or were carried in dead there. The 
actual death roll from the riots must be much 
larger, whilé nearly two hundred people have 
been wounded, some of them. seriously. 

Mr. Eoin Duffy, who is described as the Sinn 
Fein /iaison officer for Ulster, told a Press repre- 
sentative in Belfast, says the Declfast Telegraph, 
that from to-day (Saturday) action on the part 
of the Roman Catholics in Belfast would cease 
unless to protect their lives and property, and 
even then it would cease if the military came 
to their assistance when requested. He asserted 
that any breaches of the truce on the part of 


the Roman Catholics were: purely protec- 
tive measures, and tha the man 
Catholics were on the defensive. Their 


ple, he said, were anxious not to have 
o go on the defensive, but had to do so to 
protect themselves. It would all cease if the 
military gave them protection. He contended 
that the trouble was confined to streets where 
Roman Catholics were in the minority, and that 
in the Falls, which was overwhelmingly Roman 
Catholic, there had been no breach oF the truce 
since noon on last Monday. 

POLICE BOXER’S OFFER. 

When he heard of the critical condition of the 
little girl, Mary M‘Gowan, who with her 
mother was shot in Derby street, Falls district, 
on Sunday, Constable D. Magill, Brickfield Bar- 
racks, the well-known police boxer, volunteered 
to allow a quantity of his blood to be trans- 
fused should such an operation be considered 
necessary to save the child’s life. Mother and 
daughter are at present lying in the same ward 
in the Mater Infirmorum Hospital, and while 
Mre. M‘Gowan is reported to be progressing 
favourably, the girl is stated to be very weak. 


CASES IN THE POLICE COURTS. 


At the Belfast Police Court on Saturday two 
men named Alexander Foster and Robert D. 
M'Ilroy were charged with riot. A second 
charge was preferred against Foster of break- 
ing and entering the spirit grocery of Thomas 
Quinn, Adam street, on Friday evening, and 
stealing a quantity of sugar. 
District-Inspector Lewis prosecuted, and Mr. 
John Graham defended. 

A sergeant of the R.1.C. deposed that when 
he visited the premises of Mr. Quinn they were 


removed the prisoner Foster to the barracks, 
and the crowd, which had grown in strength, 
grew very hostile and stoned the police. M'Iiroy 
was in front of the mob leading them on and 
shouting all the time. When he reached a 
street near the barracks witness arrested M‘Ilroy 
and took him inside with Foster. He then 
charged the latter with breaking and entering 
Mr. Quinn's shop and stealipg a quantity of 
sugar. He also charged him with riot. Foster 
said that he got the sugar from a little girl. 
Witness arrested M'Ilroy on a charge of riot, 
and the prisoner said: “I was coming to make 
a statement to you. Will I make it? I won't.” 
He was under the influence of drink. 

To Mr. Graham, witness said that he did not 
see Foster do anything to Quinn’s premises, 
nor did he see him into the shop. He saw 
him in the crowd. He: did not observe M'Ilroy 
throwing anything at the police. Feadh 

The owner of the premises gave evidence of 
the crowd — the windows of his shop 
with large stones. In answer to District-Inspec- 
tor Lewis, witness estimated the damage done 
to his premises and stock at about £1,500.

On 
cing upstairs witness found M’Rory , and 
i Trotter in charge of two | mic They were 
crying. Later revolver ta were fired at a 
Crossley tender in which the witness and other 
officers were making a tour of the district. He 
saw M’Master running about the street inciting 
the crowd to attack the police. 
In croas-examination by Mr. Campbell, the 
witness denied that there were opposing crowds 
on the street at the time, The attitude of 
M’Master was very provocative, but he did not 
see that man throw stones. 
Another witness gave evidence of finding 
M’Rory under a bed upstairs in Fusco’s house, 
while Trotter was in the bed. 
A police constable deposed to having found 
another constable on the floor of the kitchen. 
Parker had the policeman by the throat, while 
another man was kicking the officer. When 
they were removing the prisoners the crowd 
attacked them with stones and bottles, and 
only desisted when the police drew their re- 
volvers. 
Replying to Mr. Campbell, witness said there 
was nothing against M'Master’s character so 
far ag he knew. He admitted having struck 
Parker with his hand.

If you cannot get 
the principle of our right to prescribe profes- 
sional secrecy recognised, the bad we can do 
is to insist on the Ministry of Health stopping 
their publicity campaign posters and treatment 
centres advertisements, carrying a promise that 
the treatment in clinics shall be m secrecy, and 
we must get the secrecy clause in the Act cut 
out.” 


The Conference made no comment on the 
letter. 

The resolution passed deciding to give the 
support of the Association to members who re 
fused to divulge information received in the 
exercise of professional duties, unless the patient 
consented to it, the Association for the time 
being allowed to stand, beeause notice that it 
would be brought forward was not given. The 
representative meeting has resolved, therefore, 
to instruct the Council to submit the resolutions 
to the next representative meeting, with the 
view to considering the advisability of it becom- 
ing the policy of the Association. 


A CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 
The question of the formation cf a Central 
Committee, representative of the profession 
as a whole, to consult with the Minister of 
Health on matters concerning the profession 
was considered. It was resolved that such a 
body should be established and that the-election 
should be organised and conducted by the 
British Medical Association. A recommendation 
was made that the Council should become in 
part a federation with the overseas y and 
Ireland. Draft articles were agreed to to carry 
out the project, and these articles are to be 
submitted to extraordinary meetings of the 
Association, with the object of being finally 


adopted. 
AFFILIATION. 

The question of the affiliation of non-medical! and 
outside medical bodies was discussed. At Cam- 
bridge last year a minute was passed that such 
bodies should be affiliated. A motion was now 
proposed by Reigate, the effect of which was 
that no affiliation of any kind should be e - 
mitted and that last year’s decision be rescinded. 
Dr. Brackenbury (Middlesex) said that if 
there were other Associations in Great Brit@in 
who desired to affiliate to the British Medical 
Association as the parent body be did not 
know why. they. should close that possibility. 
There had been going on a distinct movement 
on the part of medical officers of health as a 
body to ask. themselves whether they could 
gain more by throwing in their case with other 
cers of the local governing authorities— ! 
with the engineers, town clerks, and treasurers 


affiliated to the Society of Local Government 
Officers. He wanted these gentlemen to have 
an alternative chance cf teing affiliated to a 
medical organisation. He did not. want to 
close the door and drive them into the hands of 
other bodies who were holding out both arms 
to receive them. i 
Dr. Stephens (Edinburgh and Leith) propose 
a further amendment refusing affiliation to al! 
other than purely medical bodies. 

Dr. Fothergill (Brighton) said that there was 
no intention of affiliating with non-medical 
bodies. Do not let the re herring of the 
chiropodists be drawn across the track, he said. 
He spoke of the advantage of thrashing out 
things unitedly before going to ser a Minister 
of the Crown, who plays one of them off 
against the other. A 
one of these days when the question of medical 
treatment would beccme acute in the profession, 
}and unity was essential 7 

Dr. Jones (Hereford) said. chat the happ'est 
relations existed between the British Medical 
Association and the Medical Officers’ Associa- 
tion, and it seemed to him that that was the 
line along which the Association ought to co. 
The question of the admission of nen-medica! 
societies should be looked to. The medica! 
officers of health would not probably have 
affiliation if you admitted the sanitary inspec- 
tors or the Society of Chiropodists. 

A DIVISION OF COUNCILS. ! 

Dr. N. Bishop Harman (Marylebone) said 
that the fact that the Association expressed 
the opinion that so many thousands of men 
carried great weight they must not, like the 
dog in the fable, grasp at the bone in the 
water, and in the end get no bone at all. If 
they admitted other societies they had to con- 
sider those societies. They were not then 
concerned only with their own business, but 
with outside people, and there came a division 
of councils. The British Medical Association 
was now a distinct and unified body, but if 
they tried to launch out in a grandiloquent way 
they would he doing harm to themselves. 

Dr. Farquharson, M.P. (Bishop Auckland) 
said that he believed that the identity and in- 
dividualitvy of their Association was a valuable 
asset. To tamper with their individuality, to 
whittle it down in any way—even though it 
might be, to some extent, in the interests of 
various societies—would, he was Pion con- 
vinced, lose them the position power that 
they now had. 

The amendment of Dr. Stephens, the effect 
of which was to exclude from affiliation non- 
medical bodies, was then- carried. 

Sir Thomas Jenner Verrall said that the 
Association had in this matter retired from the 
position of accepting non-medical bodies. He 
did not think that they should go any further 
on the Reigate amendment io axclude non- 
medical and medical bodies in this countrv. 

Dr. C. E. Robertson (Glascow) said that any 
federation, even with purely medical bodies, 
would weaken their authority and their own 
organisation. There is, he said, the example of 
the Triple Alliance, which broke off owing to a 
single action of the miners. Then there is 
the League of Nations, and the nation whi 
was its main supporter has stepped out. : 

Dr. Macdonald (Taunton)—I am not in fhis 
matter a supporter of coalition. (Oh, oh.” 
and. laughter.) He thought that this matter 
should not be considered now in view of their 
decision with regard to overseas federation. 
Dr. Mackenzie (Reigate) said that this was 
the most inauspicious time to federate with 
other bodies. 

The Reigate amendment was then algo carried 
by a large majority. 

THE NEXT CHAIRMAN. 

Dr. Wallace Henry, of Leicester, was elected 
next Chairman of the Representative Mecting.. 

It was stated that the Ministry of Health 
had undertaken to receive a deputation from 
the Association on the question of divulging 
professional secrets.

The death of Sir Robert Anderson, Bart., 
J.P., a former Lord Mayor and High Sheriff of 
Belfast, and chairman of the drapery firm of 

Messrs. Anderson and McAuley, Ltd., took .place 
on Saturday at his residence, Parkmount, Bel- 
fast. Sir Robert had been in feeble health for 
over twelwa months, but up to a fortnight ago 

» was able to give personal attention to the 
many busincss interests with which he was 
identified. Sir Robert Anderson was the son of 
the late Mr. James Anderson, and was born in 
Corbyfin, Co. Monaghan, in 1837. At the age 
of fifteen he came to Belfast, and )ater he 
entered the firm of Messrs. John Arnott and 
Co., Bridge street. Here he remained until, in 
association with the late Mr. John B. M‘Auley, 
he established” the firm of Anderson and 
M‘Auley. Sir Robert was chairman of the 
directorates of Arnott and Co.; Ltd., of Belfast: 
the Milfort Weaving Co., Lid.; Messrs. Ross 
and Oo., Ltd., flax spimners; the City Estates, 
Lid,; Vulcanite, Ltd.; and the Baltic Firewood 
Co., Ltd. In 1894 he was elected a member of 
the Bélfast Corporation for St. Anne’s Ward, 
which he later represented in the capacity of 
Alderman. In 1903 he was Hich Sheriff of the 
city, and in August of the same year, when King 
fdward VII, visited the city, he was knighted. 
Ile was created a Baronet in 1911. In 1908 Sir 
Robert was elected Lord Mayor, and he was 
again elected in 1909. On the death of the late 
.Mr. R..J. M‘Mordie, M.A, M.P., in 1914, Sir 
Robert Anderson was appointed to the vacant 
office ef Lord Mayor until the election of Sir 
Crawford M‘Cullagh on the lst of April of the 
sarmqg”year. 

Sir Robert was a eenerous supporter and 
zealotig promoter of the work of the Y.M.C.A. 
The temperance cause, too, had always in him 
a stalwart champion. On the committee of the 
Forster Green Hospital for Consumptives he 
showed his desire to § afford amelioration to 
suffetérs from the dread disease of tuberculosis 
He was a member of the Royal Ulster Agricul! 
tural Society and a practical agriculturist and 
stock-breeder. As a Presbyterian, Sir Robert 
took an active part in the numerous agencics 
of that Church. Sir Robert was High Sheriff 
of County Monaghan in 1911, and he naturally 
took a special interest in the prosperity and de- 
velopment of his native district. A factory 
which he opened in Monaghan provided employ- 
ment for a largo number of workers.

EXPLORATION. OF BAFFIN 
LAND. 


REPORTED MINERAL DEPOSITS. 


A New York telegram dated Sunday, says :— 
‘An attempt to map Baffin Land, the West Arc- 
tic Island south-west of Greenland, whose 1,500 
miles “of unexplored western coast line is as 
mueh-a mystery. to-day as when the English 
navigator, William Baffin, armounced ite dis- 
covery in 1616, is the main objective of the ex- 
pedition headed by Donald Bb. MacMillan 
Peary's chief leutenant on his successful dash 
to the North Pole in 1909. The 115 ton 
schooner Bowdoin, sheathed with ironwood, and 
having auxiliary power, carries the party 
north. The crew consista of six men. MacMil- 
lan intends to reach Baffin Land about August 
15, ‘and establish a camp south of the entrance 
to Dangerous Fury and Heola Straite, where 
the ships of Captam Parry and Captain Lyon 
the seekers of tho North-West Passage, were 
blocked a century ago During the winter of 
1921 twenty-two attempts will be made to. ex- 
plore the coast of Baffin Land, and the follow. 
ing summer an eflort will be made to penetrate 
the interior, where, necording to Eskimo talea, 
there exists one of the richest and most allur- 
ing fields of research in the frozen North. The 
land ie said to have great mineral deposite 
and possess high mountains and beautiful 
lakes never yet seen by white men. Special 
observations will be taken of the magnotic 
pole, and an attempt will be made to circum.

PEACE AND WORK. 


SIR CHARLES SYKES AND THE 
‘WORLD’S NEEDS, 


Interviewed by a representative of the Pres 
Association on his return from a visit to the 
United States and Canada, Sir Charles Sykes, 
Bart., M.P., made some interesting comments 
on political and trade conditions in the great 
ublie of the West. 
ir Charles said that he found everywhere an 
extraordinary appreciation of what Great 
Britain was able to accompfixh during the war. 
‘To Americans, Mr. Lloyd George was the 
st man in world-politics to-day, 
if the Prime Minister found it possible te go to 
Washington later on he (Sir Charles) was con- 
fident that he would receive such a welcome as 
would show that the United States could set an 
example to some folk in this country in the 
matter of gratitude for and admiration of ser- 
vices rendered to the whole world. 
Asked as to the situation with regard to the 
Irish question, Sir Charles said that while it 
would be idle to deny that that question had 
exercised an influence which had, at times, 
militated againgt England in the United States, 
it was also true that the overwhelming majority 
of the citizens of the latter country were firmly 
convinced of the good-will of England towards 
Ireland. Sir Charles said that the news of the 
current Irish Conference was received on the 
White Star liner Adriatic, on which he crossed 
over, with great enthusiasm, and he was cer- 
tain that in America all sections, not excluding 
the most pro-Irish of them, were watching the 
conferences with anxious and friendly interest. 
The great strides which had been made by 
the Roman Oatholie Church in America and 
Canada also impressed Sir Charles, who re- 
marked that, leaving religious questions quite 
aside, it was Se Fá to ignore the fact that 
this was a development which was having a 
distinct and significant influence in world affairs. 
TRADE CONDITIONS. 
It wag in connection with trade conditions 
that Sir Charles's visit was made, and it is in 
that connection that he speaks with authority. 
The first thing he would say, seid Sir Charles, 
was that the United States, although it came 
last into the war, was experiencing to the full 
the disadvantageous economic results of the war 
which were common to all countries. The cost 
of living was much higher than in this country, 
and America had not yet realised the signifi- 
cance of a still inflated coinage. That was a 
matter which they, like ourselves, must get 
right with all possible speed. Indeed, the only 
trade which seomed to an exception to the 
rule was the textile tradé, in which there was 
much activity, and even this activity was more 
or less damped, as far as imported goods were 
concerned, by the uncertainty of the operation 
of the emergency tariff legislation. Sir Charles 
said that he went to America to sair trade 
conditions, and beeause he thought Ámerica 
was probably the one country where one coul 
vet orders, and the — of trade would 
- good. He had come back absolutely con- 
vinced that it was to Central Europe, and 
to America, that we must look ‘first for a per 
manent revival of business. 
IMPORTANCE OF SOUND ECONOMICS. 
The future of world trade depended upon 4 
return to, and the observance of, sound 
economics, Temporary conditions might have 
to be the subject of special arrangements, but 
he was certain thet it was not by tariffs and 
fiscal manipulation that the markets of the 
world would be brought back to prosperity. 
Visiting America at a time when their system 
of dealing with labour questione was more or 
leas undergoing a test, Sir Charles said that ho 
could not help feeling that on the whole that 
syatem wae better than ours. While im this 
country thousands of unemployed folk were 
receiving doles from the State, which, however 
necessary, could not increase the self-respect of 
those who received them, and could not fail to 
be injurious to the country economically, in the 
United States they had a system which threw 
the responsibility of dealing with unemploy- 
ment on industry, rather than on the State. 
There was no more vital need in this country 
than a re-organisation of our industria] rela- 
tions on lines that would make for the efficiency 
of industry on the one hand, and for the 
security of all engaged in industry on the 
other. He would like to see every worker in- 
sidé a trade union, and every employer of 
labour inside the organisation of his trade, and 
he would like to see both of them co-operating, 
not merely in the stay-at-home business of the 
industry, but in the study of world industrial 
conditions, and in the creation of now oppor- 
tunities, and the exploitation of those oppor 
tunities when they occurred. 

THE ROLE OF SCIENCE. | 
Scientific research had an ever-increasing part 
to play in industry. For example, said Sir 
Charles, he might cite the case of the present 
hot weather, which in America was almost un- 
bearable. One of its results was that imported 
fabrics from this country were too heavy an 
were not wanted. Nothing but a live interna- 
tional and industrial scientific organisation, 
which could not be effectively carried out by 
single firms, would enable manufacturers in all 
countries to study the conditions which they 
might be called upon from time to time £0 
meet. 

ANGLO-AMERICAN FRIENDSHIP. 
Sir Charles Sykes had the honour of being 
received by President Harding during his visit, 
and he was impressed with him as a big man in 
whom the destiny of his country was safe. In 
an interview with the Vice-President, the latter 
told Sir Charles that the friendship between 
the United States and Great Britain was a very 
real thing. They were like two big brothers. 
They might have their differences at times,’ but 
they would settle them themselves, and they 
would not allow any third party to come be- 
tween them. 
Senator Lodge, the leader of the Senate, and 
a number of other Senators and members of 
the Tlouse of Representatives whom Sir Charles 
saw, expressed similar views. 
He found a widespread opinion that Mr. 
Hughes was probably one of the biggest men 
they had in the Cabinet for mang years. He 
was likely to play a very important part in the 
forthcoming negotiations for the promotion of 
international peace. | ré 
What the world needed, Sir Charles said, in 
conclusion, might be expressed in two words- 
peace and work. Until the nations co-operated 
in a rational manner to make an end of war 
hetween nations, and antil in each nation there 
was euch oo-operation between Capital and 
Labour as would enable progress to made, 
even under the existing difficult conditions, 
there could be no chance of a return to normal 


prosperity.

The machine came to ground 
three-quarters of a mile from where the witness 
was standing, and Mr. Hawker only lived about 
ten minutes after reaching the ground. It was 
absolutely untrue that he wings had been 
clipped. They were exactly the same as when 
he flew it. The petrol joints and tanks had 


been renewed, 
THE ENGINE. 

Mr. Bradshaw, chief engineer of the Walton 
Motors Company, said that he designed this 
particular engine, and as a safeguard it was 
taken to the works about a month ago and 
thoroughly overhauled. Questioned by the 
Coroner as to the magneto, witnoss said that 
it was a very common thing for a magneto to 
misfire. It came on again quickly. That could 
have had nothing to do with the aceilent. 

Ooroner—If the cap did come out in the air 
and the machine caught fire, what would have 
been the result? 

Witnese—-I think the machine would have 
been completely burned out before it touched 
he ground. 

The Coroner—Assuming that it did come out, 
it is not certain that the machine would catch 
fire ?

The Coroner—If there was no fire in the air, 
what effect would the cap coming off have on 
the accident? 

Witness replied that if the cap came com 
pletely ‘away from the carburetter it might 

op one side firing. He added that if this 
happened the aviator would bring the machine 
to t round. 

The Coroner—Then if you are satisfied the 
aeroplane did not catch fire in the air, the cap 
coming off could have no effect on the accident 
None whatever. 

Mr. Folland (recalled) said that the machine 
was last flown in October, 1920, since when 
there had been no structural alterations. 

A PILOT’S EVIDENCE. 

Robert Taitcox, a pilot, said that he flew 
the machine last September, when it was in 
perfect condition. If the machine was out oí 
contro! and the pilot had relaxed his muscles, 
and especially his legs, the machine would have 
turned to thé right. Apparently that was what 
the deceased did, as the machine had turned 
to the right. It always required a certain 
amount of left rudder in order to keep it 
straight.

Witness’s theory was that 
Mr. Hawker was sitting in his séat when he 
struck the ground. He was thrown forward, 
and his chin struck something which threw his 
head back and broke his neck 
The Coroner recorded a verdict that Mr. 
Hawker died of injuries caused by the amashing 
to the ground of the aeroplane. of which he had 
lost control, owing to his phyeieal disability 
which, he said, amounted to a verdict that 
death was due to misadventure.
